Rebels who attack ed the tow n of 
Teq u ila, state of Jalisco—the rebel 
center—w ere decisively defeated by 
a colu m n of federal troop s. 
T here w as a fou r-hou r battle, in

force w ere k illed. Rebel casu alties 
cou ld not be ascertained. 
F ederal troop s, su m m oned to the 
assistance of the Teq u ila garrison, 
cam e too late for the battle, bu t 
they p u rsu ed the rebels.

By E U G E N E L Y O N S 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
MOSCOW, April 5.—Thrift is a 
word heard almost as often in the 
Soviet un ion as in other lan ds. At 
every step the 
Russian

savin gs ban k as an an swer to the 
"credit 
boy cott” 
again st 
their 
coun try by the bourgeois world. 
"Mobilization 
of savin gs” 
was 
urged in a thousan d editorials re­ 
cen tly on the fifth an n iversary of 
the establishmen t of the first post­ 
revolution ary 
savin gs 
ban k, 
in 
1923. 
Sin ce then the n etwork of 
such ban ks has exten ded through­ 
out the coun try , more than 8 000 
fun ction in g, besides savin gs sta­ 
tion s at post offices an d railway 
depots. 
The total savin gs deposits gath­ 
ered in by these ban ks amoun t at 
presen t to 227,000,000 rubles. 
The 
figure is far below the aggregate 
savin gs in the Czarist Russia of 
1913, but the tempo of in crease 
promises a n ew record in a few 
y ears. The sum is own ed by about 
2,000,000 
depositors. 
The appeal to thrift, however, 
w ill n ot succeed un til the vast 
peasan t population 
is 
con vin ced 
that a ban k is as safe as a m at­ 
tress, or as loose boardin g in the 
attic. On ly 6.3 per pen t of deposi­ 
tors are peasan ts an d the amoun ts 
they trust to the ban ks are so 
small that they make on ly 3.6 
per cen t of the total fun ds on de­ 
posit. 
Fully 68 per cen t of the deposi­ 
tors are workers. 
Their savin gs 


too are comparatively small, total- 
mg 49 
per cen t of 
the en tire 
amoun t. The average amoun t kept 
by in dividual depositors, accordin g 
to figures for last September, was 
on ly 81 rubles. 
State, co-operative 
an d other in stitution s own 27 per 
cen t of the deposits. 
A circumstan ce which has oper­ 
ated to cut down 
savin gs is the 
fear 
of 
goods 
famin es 
run n in g 
through all strata of the popula­ 
tion . 
Just as soon as some item 
of clothfrig or household utility ap­ 
pears in the stores, people begin to 
stock up for future use. 
Thus 
mon ey which might be used by the 
ban ks to facilitate in dustrial fi­ 
n an cin g an d credits 
for farm ma­ 
chin ery is tied up 
in goods held 
by in dustrials in reserve. 
The 
savin gs 
ban ks 
pay eight 
per cen t to in dividuals an d six per 
cen t to organ ization s. 
The usual 
guaran tees of secrecy , of protec­ 
tion again st con fiscation by the 
stiite, an d of gen eral safety of the 
fun ds are given by the ban ks, as 
in other coun tries.

but in Florida all the tax g oes 
to the federal g ov ernment while 
in California 80 p er cent is re­ 
tained from the federal tax for 
state p urp oses,” Riley say s.

records 
showing that the ancient Eg y p tians 
levied such a tax in 654 B. C. It 
is well known that the Roman Em ­ 
p eror Aug ustus 
charg ed an 
in­ 
heritance tax for the sup p ort of 
the Roman armies. 
In some countries today , such as 
Australia, the inheritance tax Is 
ex tremely hig h, Riley say s, not on­ 
ly for the rev enue deriv ed, but 
for the p urp ose of breaking up 
larg o estates, thus keep ing them 
out of the hands of the few and 
op ening lands to colonists and set­ 
tlers.
